High and Mighty Lords, 

THE underwritten Councellour and Refident of 
divers Eleftors and Princes of the Empire, 


having acquainted among others his Electoral High- 


refs of Mentz, and the Chapters of the Metropoli- 
tan of Cologne and of the Cathedral of Hildefheim, 
with the Inftances which your High Mighiineffes 
‘caus'd to be made by your Deputies, in the Con- 


“ference they bad the 29th of December paft with 


the Minifters of the high Aliies of the Empire, that 
each Circle, or the Princes and States of which they 
are compos’d, .might be careful ro furnith their Con- 
tingent of Troops with afl things thereto belonging, 
to the Army of the Empire, to the End the Number 
of Troops of which it ought to confift might be 
compleat, and that thereby it might be in a Con- 
dition to act againft the common Enemy ; hag re- 
ceiv’d Oxder ro reprefent to your High Mightineffes 
on the Part of bis Electoral Highnefs of Mentz, as 
Prince Director in the Electoral Circles of the Rhine 
and of Franconia, that the latrer having from the 


Time the War began, not only furnifh’d its Contin- | 


gent of Troops, bur likewife Artillery, Provifions, 
and other things neceffary for the military Opera- 
tions, will do the like the enfuing Campaign as early 
as poilible ; thar as for the Electoral Circle of the 
Rhine, which contains the Electorates of Mentz, 
Trier, Cologne, and Palatine, his faid Electoral 
Highnefs of Mentz and his Electoral Highnelfs Pala- 
tine, will not be waning vo furnifh theirs ; bur that 
the Electorates of Trier and Cologne, are in fuch a 


Condition, that it will be impotfible for them to- 


furnifh their full Contingent, tho’ his Electoral 
Highnefs of Trier has rcfolv'd, to contribute (be 
fides what he furnifhes for maintaining the Garrifun 
of ‘Coblentz and Ehrenbrenftein,) fome heavy Ar- 
ti!’ery with a Train and Ammunition fuitable, when 
the Army of the high Allies fhall be in @Condition 
to undertake fome Enterprize ; that befides, his E- 
lectoral Highnefs of entz intends to call an Affem- 
bly of the States of the Electoral Circles of the 
Rhine, Franconia, Swabia, aod the Upper Rhine, 
to meet at Hailbron the End-of this’ Month, in Or- 
der to confer Meafures whereby the Contingents 
of the Circles may be better furnifh’d, and that 
there may be no Caufeto reproach them with being 
wanting to their Duty ; hoping that the Remon- 
ftrances which your High Mightineffes will caufe 
to be made to other Courts and Circles, will incite 


them to follow this good Example with like Zeal. .. 


and that the Face of Affairs in the Empire will 
thereby be fo much chang’d, that not only there wiil 
be no Occafion for Fear, bur chat likewife the Im- 
perial Army will be able co act offenfively againft the 
common Enemv. 

As for the Electorate of Cologne, the Subfcriber 
has Order to acquaint your High Mighrineffes, thac 
tho’ that Electorate is quite impoverifh’d by rhe 


Taxes it bas been forc’d to bear during this War, 


and that in the prefent unhappy Juncture it fuffers 
extremely by Winter Quarters and by the difmem- 
bring of its Territories and Revenues, yet it has 
not been wanting to pay lately wo Count Schlick, 
his Imperial Majefty’s Commiffary General, the 
Sum of about German Florins ; fo thar in 
the Condition that Electorate is in, there can no 
more be demanded of it, 

‘ And asto what concerns the Bifhoprick of Hil-. 
efheim, the Subfcriber is commiffion’d to inform 
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your High Mightineffes, that the faid Bithoprick 
having levied in 1702, whenthe War was declar'd 
by the Empire, a Regiment of Foor of 800 Men 
(which is 100 more than its Contingent,) fent it co 
the Army of the Empire on the Upper Rhine, and 
1 4703 augmented it with 200 Men, fo that be- 
fides the Staff Officers it was made up 100@ Men, 
and provided with all Neceffaries, without the Bi- 
thoprick’s receiving the leaft Favour or Adiftance 
for it; and that being compleatly recruited both in 
1704 and 1705, his Imperial Majefty defir'd, thar 
after the unhappy Action of €atfano, it fhonld 
march with other Troops to Italy to oppofe. the 
Progrefs of the Enemy who had the Superiority ; 
that the faid Regiment arriving there, has not fail’d 
to perform its Duty in all Occafions wherein ir bas 
been employ’d, and is now atthe Blockade of the: 
Citadel of Modena ; and having fuffer'd extremely 
by thefe Actions and Fatigues, is diminith’d to al- 
moft half its Number of Men; the {aid Bithoprick 
has already rais'd 480 Reciwits, awd will fead them 
with new Cloaths and Arms so Italy, orto the 
Rhine, as fhall: beft pleafe his Imperial Majefty ; 
and having thewn your High Mightinefles that ic 
really furnithes one third more then its Contingent, 
the faid Buthoprick promifes to continue it as long 
as the War thall laft, provided the Almighry pre- 
ferves it in a Condition fo to do, and hopes thar the 
High Allies will, when Peace thall come to be made, 
have all the Regards for its Intereft, asa Stare fo 
well affected to the common Canfe, tho’ it be one. 
of the leaft confiderable States engag’d in it, deterves.
